Shooting 
Accidental* 
Say Police 


Bullet Remains in 
Chest of Gerald 
Wiggins, Freshman 


The teenage ' Dixon high 


school student 
accidentally 


shot yesterday by a classmate 
remains in critical - condition 
today at KSB hospital. 


According to hospital reports 


Harold Wiggins, 15, Rt. 4, Dixon 
had a "fair" night. However, his 
condition is c/itical, the youth's 
physician said. 


Doctors are still unable to re- 


move the bullet from the right side 
of his chest because of internal 
hemorrhaging. When the bleeding 
is stopped, they expect to have 
chance to operate. 


Harold's lung collapsed. He has 


Been given several blood trans 
fusions. 


Wiggins was shot by Richard 


Fordham, 15, of 1014 Jackson av., 
when the latter was examining a 
.22 caliber target pistol. 


Called Accidental 


State's Attorney James Bales 


said that he believes the shooting 
was accidental, that the classmate 
did not intend to harm Wiggins. 


However, Fordham is being held 


in custody in the county jail on a 
technical charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon, pending the re- 
covery or death of Wiggins. 


According to Bales, Fordham, 


Wiggins and a number of other 
high school boys were congregated 
in the Ommen grocery, 609 Third 
St., about 12:30 p. m. yesterday 
when the shooting took place. 


Ray Nehring, who owns the 


store had 
left the grocery' in 


charge of his brother, Don Heyer, 
14, 701 Broadway. 


Dunng his absence, Fordham 


went to a back room in the store' 
where he knew the gun was kept in 
a filing cabinet' type drawer, Bale 
said. 


Then It Fired' 


Fordham told the state's attorney 


that he had examined the gun be- 
fore. According to the story told 
to Bales, the youth lifted the gun 
from the drawer, and while ex- 
amining it, the gun fired. 


The bullet apparently traveled 


through the doorway and into the 
main part of the store where Wig- 
gins was standing. 


Bales said that Fordham hadn't 


even aimed the gun, that while 
looking at the weapon, 
it 
dis- 


charged. 


One of the teenagers present did 


.ell Fordham that he ought to put 
the gun back, Bales said. 


Wiggins and several others were 


eating lunch in the store when the 
accident happened. 
The weapon 


used was an automatic pistol. 


According to Nehring, there was 


no bullet in the chamber when the

In addition, 
he's not to drive a car during the 
last six months. 


The defendant pleaded guilty to 


the charge of robbing the Under- 
wood Gulf Service station in De- 
cember. He was arrested by Dixon 
police. 


Long Record 


Trotter had a long record of 


minor offenses which made the 
court hesitate to grant his petition 
for probation. 


To determine the possibility of 


whether he would continue a life 
of crime. Judge Robert Bracken 
had ordered that Trotter undergo 
a psychiatric examination.

"Despite what I may personally 


think about it, the defendant in this 
case has apparently successfully 
passed a mental test and has been 
found neither mentally ill nor men- 
tally deficient.

4 Breakins 


Stillman Valley, 
Monroe Center Are 
Scenes of Thefts 


Ogle and DeKalb county 


sheriff's departments today 
are investigating breakins at 
four high schools in which 
safe crackers obtained nearly 
$1,000 Thursday night. 


Schools broken into and money 


taken: 


Stillman Valley, $200, and Mon- 


roe Center, $500, both in northeast- 
ern Ogle county, and Kingston, 
$260, in northwestern DeKalb coun- 
ty. The Kirkland school, also, in 
northwestern DeKalb county, was 
entered but the thieves apparently 
were frightened away before the 
safe was broken into. 


All four communities in which 


the schools are located are within 
25 miles of each other on Rt. 72. 
Authorities believe the burglaries 
to be work of professional safe 
crackers who moved from one 
breakin to the olker after midnight 
Thursday. 


Safe Blasted 


One safe, that at Stillman Valley, 


was opened by explosives, and 
those at the Monroe Center and 
Kingston schools were reported 
broken into with sledge hammers 
or prying bars. 


Stanley Roe, superintendent at 


Stillman Valley, said the safe there 
was moved by the burglars from 
the school office into a hall, appar- 
ently to muffle the explosion. The 
door of the safe had been blown 
off, with the blast splitting it into 
•pieces. 


Roe said the safe was about 3'/£ 


feet high and 2% feet in both width 
and depth,-

Only cash—a few small bills and 


the rest in coins—was taken from 
the safe, Rpe said. Checks and 
war bonds in the safe were disturb- 
ed but left behind.

At the Monroe Center school, 


where the loss was estimated at

safe, located in the school office, 
was battered open after a lock on 
the office door had been forced. He 
said the loss was practically all in 
cash, although a few checks were 
missing. Other checks were not 
taken although the burglars had 
access to them. 


Burt Egeland reported the break- 


in and theft after opening the 
school at 7 a.m. 


Dallas Twigg, Ogle chief deputy, 


and DeKalb county sheriff's men 
are comparing footprints and tire 
tracks found in the snow at schools 
entered.

Liberty ship George A. 'Lawson 
roamed the barnacle-infested wat- 
ers of the Atlantic, the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Caribbean 
for 


more than a year. 


But when she was raised in dry- 


dock Thursoay, her hull showed 
hardly a trace of barnacles—those 
seagoing, 
crustacean 
hitchhikers 


that foul ship bottoms and cost 
the shipping industry an estimated 
100 million dollars a year in lost 
time and drydock charges. 


To Robert D. Spiers, a 38-year- 


old St. Petersburg, Fla., chemist, 
it was proof that an anti-fouling 
compound he developed r e a l l y 
works. The compound, known as 
Dianol, was mixed with the paint 
that was applied to the Lawson's 
hull Jan. 21, 1952. ' 


The only barnacles on her hull 


were the patches along the keel,

Andrew Vasaka, said the log of 
the freighter would show no speed 
loss or increased fuel consumption 
.oward the end of her year afloat.

and send oil.consumption up. 


Spiers said Dianol paralyzes the

New Attorney General Offers Helping 


Hand -to Stale's Attorneys 


A new day has dawned for Illinois state's attorneys—a 


day in which they can count upon the full co-operation of the 
attorney general of the state in their handling of the many 
and complex problems which confront them. 


This has become apparent as a result of the recent action 


taken by Attorney General Latham Castle within 10 days 
after he took the oath of office. Judge Castle has summoned 
a conference of the state's attorneys of Winnebago, Lake, 
DuPage and Kane counties to map out future action in the 
case of Donald Nordell. Outcome of this case, now pending 
before the Illinois Supreme Court, is vital to the residents 
of those counties. 


Attorney General Castle, by taking the initiative in call- 


ing such a meeting, has shown he clearly recognizes the prob- 
lems facing the state's county prosecutors and that he in- 
tends to line up the legal talent and facilities of his office to 
give them all possible aid. He expressed this determination 
when in calling the conference he stated: "I am calling this 
conference as it is my desire to work closely with the state's 
attorneys of any counties whenever they become involved in 
litigation vital to the welfare of the people of those counties." 


This position taken by Attorney General Castle will, we 


believe, receive general commendation. 
Ohio Not Legally One of 
48 States, Says Lawmaker

WASHINGTON tf%~Is Ohio one 


of the 48 states? 


Is Robert A. Taft legally a sen- 


ator? Is Taft's 
fellow 
senator 


from Ohio, John W. Bricker, un- 
der a shadow of doubt? 


What about the seven presidents 


of the United States who hailed 
from Ohio? Were they qualified 
citizens or were they really for- 
eigners? 


With a perfectly straight face, 


Rep. George H. Bender—himself 
a Taft Republican from 'way back 
—pressed today for action on a 
bill that would answer these ques- 
tions by the simple method of ad- 
mitting his native Ohio to 
the 


union. 


Wasn't tnat done years ago? 
Bender says no, Congress de- 


fined the boundaries of Ohio in 
1802, 
and Ohio folk duly adopted 


a state constitution 
which was 


presented to federal authorities the 
next year—but Congress never did 
get around to appioving it. 


"Ever since 1803," Bender said, 


"people of our state have been 
behaving as if we belonged to the 
United States, but the fact is that 
we are not full members of the 
flock. We have been washed but 
not baptized." 


Now, 
with Ohio's 150th anniver- 


sary of statehood about to be cele- 
brated, some "ever-zealous re- 
searchers" have discovered the 
omission, Bender said. 


So he introduced joint resolu- 


tion 121, setting forth: 


"That the state of Ohio shall be 


one, and is hereby declared to be 
one of the United States of Amer- 
ica, and is admitted into the Un- 
ion on an equal footing with the 
original states, in 
all 
respects 


whatever." 


What's more, the measure says 
"This joint resolution shall take 


effect as of March 1, 1803." 


Bender got his 
resolution re 


ferred to an Interior Affails sub 
committee and is lobbying to gel 
hearings started. 


WASHINGTON—They're thinking of renaming the 


Pentagon "Automobile Row" now, and the crisis didn't 
arise just from the Senate fight over confirmation of 
General Motors' Charles E. Wilson as Secretary of De- 
fense. It's much more personal than that. 


It seems that the government automobile assigned to 


the former Secretary of Defense, Robert A. Lovett- was 
a big, black Chrysler. 
When Secretary Wilson heard 


about that, he was sorely troubled. As the ex-president 
of General Motors, he was afraid his autotoiobile pals 
back in Detroit would rib him unmercifully if he were 
caught riding down Pennsylvania Avenue in the inaugural 
parade, in a competitor's car. 


This terrible second crisis was finally brought to the 


attention of no less an official than the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Gen. Omar Bradley. 
And to its 


everlasting credit, the JCS came through with a battle 
plan that saved the day. 


General Bradley said that the car assigned to him 


was a Cadillac, which as everyone knows Is a G. M. 
job. But General Bradley said he wasn't proud and didn't 
care what he rode around in. 


So a swap was made and the license plates of the 


chairman of JCS and the new Defense Secretary were 
changed on the two cars. 


Freeman, the driver assigned to the secretary's of- 


fice, took his new Cad and shined it up fine for the pa- 
ade. Then he thought maybe he'd better take it into the 
garage and get its insides checked over. Just to play safe. 


But on the way to the garage, the car went pff-t. 


Freeman barely got it to the curb. It had blown a fuse. 
Freeman called up for a trouble car. and the mechanics 
found him almost white. 
"Think what it would have 


been," he mumbled, "if that had happened in the pa- 
rade." 


The final irony of all this was that on the way to the 


inaugural ball, Mr. Wilson's car actually did break down.

DEFENSE PROCUREMENT PICTURE 


The hassle over confirmation of C. E. Wilson as 


secretary of Defense in the Eisenhower cabinet may 
eventually result in a new, broad and long-range direc- 


tive from Congress on government buying for the mili- 
tary services. 


At the present time there is no such directive. There 


is actually a conflict between the existing "Buy Ameri- 
can" act and the "off-shore" procurement program 
started by Mutual Security Administration to get more 
arms for less money through foreign manufacture. 


Also, there are several small-business acts which re- 


quire that the little fellows be given their fair share of 
defense contracts. 


Department of Defense officials have long contended 


that many military items required in quantity, small 
manufacturers just aren't qualified to bid. And with a 
team of big-business executives in control of the armed 
services, small business might get a still smaller cut of 
the pie. 


Congressmen wouldn't like that, because small busi- 


ness is a good political issue. 
It's as good as home, 


mother, the flag and doing something more for the vet- 
erans. 


The present defense procurement picture is. that 


General Motors is the largest contractor. 
It has $5.4 


billion worth of military supplies on order. This is 7.8 
per cent of all procurement contracts, on a dollar basis.

HOT ISSUE IN WORLD WAR II 


One of the other objections which congressmen have 


to putting big-business executives in top government po- 
sitions is that it gives them access to confidential infor- 
mation about their principal competitors. 


This was a hot issue in the War Production Board 


setup during World War II. The Senate War Investigat- 
ing Committee, headed by a fellow named Harry S. Tru- 
man, fought against this in its opposition to the naming 
of "dollar-a-year men" to the WPB staff. 
The Truman 


committee insisted that these men get rid of their pri- 
vate holdings and go to work at government salaries, 
wherever possible. 


This issue wasn't raised later, however, in the case 


of Republican Paul Hoffman, who was named first head 
of the Marshall Plan by President Truman. 
Mr. Hoff- 


man resigned his presidency of Studebaker Corporation, 
but was allowed to keep his stock. 


THREE HIGH HURDLES 


Secretary Wilson's ability to capitalize on his new 


job to the advantage of General Motors is mitigated by 
three steps in the defense contract procedure. They in 
elude competitive bidding in procurement, negotiation of 
contract and, finally, renegotiation. 


This would make it necessary to corrupt three sepa- 


rate sets of officials. The Re-negotiation board, separate 
from the Department of Defense, reviews all contracts 
to make sure that contractors make only a "reasonable 
profit." 
More efficient producers are allowed a higher 


profit than the inefficient.

DEPORTATION CASES HANG OVER 


As a result of his speeded-up drive against undesir- 


able aliens and immigrants in the United States, former 
Attorney General James P. McGranery has left his suc- 
cessor, Herbert .Brownell, a file of 140 deportation and 
denaturalization cases to go to work on. Thirty-six of 
the cases started 'are against subversives and 104 are 
against racketeers and criminals. 


Eighteen denaturalization petitions have been filed 


—six against subversives and 12 against racketeers. 
They involve some of the worst known names in Com- 
munist fronts and the underworld. 


The subversives include James Lustig. J. J. Matles, 


Constantme Radzie, Jeremy Jerome, Louis Weinstock 
and Al Richmond. The last three named are among thee 
14 Los Angeles and 13 New York Communist Party work- 
ers brought to trial under the Smith Act. 


The racketeers include Albert Anastasia, big wheel 


of the New York waterfront; Frank Costello, the gam- 
bler; Thomas Luchese, also known as "Three-Finger" 
Brown; Samuel Accardi, Pete Corrado, Vito Genovese, 
Angelo Meli, Alfred P. Polizzi, Anthony Ricci, Hyman 
Chaim Stromberg, Anthony Volpe and Meyer Lansky. 


Each of the accused has 60 days after his case is 


filed in which to make answer to the charges against 
him. 
Deportation is a separate court proceeding, after 


denaturalization is completed. But eventually, Mr. Mc- 
Granery believes that all these undesirables can be 
kicked out of the country.

left under the previous concept of 
the sales tax. 


According to the Illinois Feder- 


ation of Krtail associations, the 
so-called "sales tax" is not a 
sales tax, but a tax on the occu- 
pation of selling' tangible person- 
al property to consumers. 
The tax i.s on the seller, never 


the consumer. However, the seller 
is able'to pass to the user the "ex- 
pense" of the tax. This is done by 
raising prices. 


The new lules don't change a re- 


tailer's tax liability in performing 
a service. There is no liability on 
a retailer lor materials, parts, or 
labor, where his use of those 
items are incidental to the per- 
formance of a service.

ers. 


Pursuant 


the retailer the items used in per- 
forming the service. 


Under the new idea, a retailer 


is held to "use or consume" the 
materials which he uses, in per- 
forming services. 


In belling items used by the re- 


tailer in a service, the supplier 
then becomes liable for the tax 
on gross receipts in the sales. 
If the store sells some of the 


merchandise over the counter to 
customers, independent of a 
ice, the store's customer becomes 
the consumer or user of the mate' 
rial. 


The retailer is then liable for 


tax on those sale receipts and the 
supplier is not. 


In that there is a threat that the 


supplier and the retailer will pyra 
mid the payment of tax to the 
ernment on the same items, the 
revenue department has instituted 
a certificate for resale interpreta 
tiori. 


Needs Certificate 


When a retailer buys a supply of 


goods from the wholesaler for use 
in service work and over-the-coun- 
ter sales, he certifies the percent- 
age of the materials to be used foi 
either of the two purposes. This is 
done by a certificate of resale. 


Knowing what per cent is to be 


sold over the counter, the whole- 
saler then will not be liable for the 
tax nor have to add an additional 
"expense" charge on those items 
sold to the retailer.

It is too difficult to control.

The 
ball breaks or hooks into the pins 
n a similar manner almost every 
ime.

ers might be "backing up a move 
to ask for more appropriations" by 
showing how tough the fight is. 


She's Shocked , 


Rep. Edith Nourse Rogers (R- 


Mass), chairman of the House Vet- 
erans Committee, told the House 
she was "shocked." 


Chairman Short (R-Mo) of the 


House Armed Services Committee 
said he had sent word to the Army 
chief of staff, Gen. J. Lawton Col- 
lins, now in Japan, asking him to 
tell Congress what happened. Col- 
lins gathered details on the raid 
when lie was in Korea* last week. 
He has made no comment.

Calls It "Volcano" 


Correspondent Edwards said he

To Tell Story of Suicide 


WASHINGTON (£)— The S t a t e 


department will be asked to tell 
Congress what it has learned in 
an 'investigation of the death of 
John C. Montgomery. 


Montgomery was head of the de- 


partment's Finnish desk when he 
apparently hanged himself fiom a 
stair rail in his fashionable Wash- 
ington home early last Saturday. 


Rep. Brownson (R-Ind), chair- 


man of a House government oper- 
ations subcommittee which handles 
State department matters, said 
late' Thursday he would ask Secre- 
tary of State Dulles at once for a 
full' report. 


The State department investi- 


gated the death as a routine proce- 
duie since Montgomery had access 
to secret documents. 


Brownson acted after Rep. Bus- 


bey (R-I11), in a House speech yes- 
terday, saiij "there ate many ques- 
tions rhai remain unans\veied." 
Busbey indicated he was not satis- 
fied,',vvith explanations that Mont- 
gomery was despondent because he 
was' lonely ana unmarried and dis- 
conlented with his job. 


Busbey insisted Montgomery, 41, 


was- "very popular and was a 
bachelor by choice ... his promo- 
tion' was fairly rapid, as he was 
head of the Finnish desk after 
about six years with the State de- 
, partment." 


Busbey said the State depart- 


ment and police have surrounded 
the case with "mystery and secre- 
cy", but the public is entitled to 
know the truth because Montgom- 
ery,-held an important and confi- 
dential position and handled secret 
government documents. 


"It may be no mote than a co- 


incidence that he worked in a gov- 
ernment agency where Commu- 
nists, 
Communist sympathizers, 


and 
poor 
loyalty 
risks 
have 


plagued 
our security," Busbey 


said, adding: 


No Assumptions 


"In view ol the fact that Mont- 


gomery brought his own life to an 
end, 
we should not assume that 


he was innocent of such associa- 
tions. For our sake, as well as for 
his, we should know whether or not 
he was innocent ..." 


Busbey said there is reason to 


believe that some time elapsed be- 
tween the discovery of Montgom- 
ery's body by Marvin Braverman, 
Washington attorney whose home 
Montgomery shared, and Braver- 
man's telephone call to a District 
of Columbia commissioner. 


"What 
happened during that 


time?" Busbey asked. "Did Mont- 
gomery leave a note, as suicides 
generally do? Was such a note 
destroyed to protect the dead, and 
perhaps some living?" 


Denies Mystery 


F. Joseph Donohue, one of three 


commissioners who govern the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, said there was 
no mystery as far as he was con- 
cerned. 


Donohue said he and Braverman 


aie old friends. He said Braver- 
man called about 5 a.m. Saturday, 
informed him he had called the 
police and an ambulance and ask- 
ed what else to do. Donohue said 
he replied there was nothing else 
to be done that he could see. 


Police Chief Robert V. Murray 


said there was no note.

Claims ITU 


ROCK ISLAND, 111. t/P)— Striking 


AFL printers contended today that 
four Quad Cities newspapers have 
brougnt strikebreakers across state 
lines in violation of federal law. 
They asked for an immediate in- 
vestigation by the Justice depart- 
ment. 


The AFL International Typo- 


graphical Union, in a letter to Sec- 
retary of Labor Martin' Durkin, 
charged that strike-breakers had 
been "imported" trom other states 
by the Rock Island Aigus, The Mo- 
line Dispatch, and the Davenport, 
la., Times and Democrat. 


The union struck against the four- 


newspapers Dec. 15. 


Amos B. Shepard, local ITU 


president, wrote Durkin: 


"We are calling upon you to see 
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that violators of the- law 
are 


brought to justice. We urge that 
you contact Attorney G e n e r a l 
Brownell and have his Justice de- 
partment i m m e d i a t e l y investi- 
gate." 


The office of Ben Reidy, Rock 


Island attorney who represents the 
four dailies, declined to comment 
on the ITU charges. 


Shepard wrote Durkin that his 


union has the "names, the case 
histories and photographs to prove 
our charge that strike-breakers 
have been brought in across state 
lines to help the publishers smash 
our strike, lower our living stand- 
ards and thus set the hands of time 
back."

typesetter processes and
